MARKED IMPROVEMENTS BROUGHT ABOUT BY

Paris, June 6.—M. de Freycinet has now 
been more than three years French Minister 
of War.

tion, and their money was used to secure 
the favor of the Government officials, 
whom it was necessary to bribe. The repu‘ 
table firmof Baring Bros. descended to the 
most outrageous bribery in order to obtain 
the fat contract and Revelstoke’s pet, San- 
ford, was the medium of the crooked - busi- 
mess. The estimated cost of the entire 
works on which interest was to be 
allowed was $36,500,000 in gold. The

$21,000,000 in gold, payable to the Minister of 
Finance in three installments. In order to 
secure the great contract, Sanford was com- 
pelled to bid high, the success that he at- 
tained placed him ona pinnacle toward the 
apex of which the less fortunate operators 
of the speculative market gazed in wonder. 

WORKING THE RING.

He re- 
ferred to the action of the Government in 
permitting transmission of mails on Sunday, 
and touched up Postmaster-General Wan- 
amaker in a lively manner. The speaker 
also for some time referred to the Columbia 
Exposition, denouncinga government that 
would tolerate keeping her national exhibi- 
tion open on the Sabbath. The speaker was 
several times interrupted by the suspended 
ministers, who insisted on a clearer state- 
ment of certain facts, and with questions 
that occasionally confused the speaker in his 
effort to satisfactorily answer. The line of 
argument was closely followed by his 
audience, who were impressed with its logic, 
its clearness and its force. It was expected

The rumor that resolutions 
were to he introduced by which the presby- 
tery would be sustained and the suspended 
nrinisters permitted to continue in the minis- 
try is denied by both conservatives and lib- 
erals.

THE FRENCH CAPITAL OVERFLOWING 
WITH RACING ENTHUSIASTS. 


The Leading Sporting Event of the Conti- 
nent to Be Decided. To-Day—Fashion 
and Art at Mrs. Pulitger’s Soiree—A 
Festival Week. 


Paris, June 6.—To-morrow (Sunday) will 
occur the twenty-eighth anniversary of the 
Grand Prix de Paris, that famous race to 
which every native and every visitor looks 
forward as the great incentive 
to follow a rather humdrum 
sporting life for the balance of the 
year. To-morrow is promised to eclipse even 
the brilliant records that string behind An 
teull like gems in racing history, for to-mor- 
row the President and Mme. Carnot have 
promised to be present, and the box on the 
grand stand fortheir reception is already 
adorned. Andthen an additional guarantee 
of brillarcy lies inthe dozen starters that 
are the favorites of the betting Parisian 
world. 

The prime favorite to-night is DeMonbel’s 
Ermak, the winner of the last French Derby, 
and most likely the winner of this. In the 
pools Ermak is followed by Le Hardy and 
Le Capricorne, 

Probably at no time have there been 80 
many Americans in Paris as are here to-day. 
The hotels are crowded and even beds, omit- 
ting entirely the question of rooms, are ata 
premium. 

ENORMOUS CROWDS. 

The trains bring in masses of people com- 
ing from every direction. Cars from Havre, 
from Dieppe, from Calais bring the Ameri- 
cans fromthe steamers that are arriving 
crowded at their ports, whNe the cars 
from Nice, Switzerlaad Vienna 
are loaded with those other Americans 
whose tours have filled the winter months 
and who make Paris their rendezvous for the 
great event of to-morrow. The Grand Hotel 
to-day refused admittance to fifty families 
for want of accommodatons and many of 
these refugees were forced to seek shelter in 
the suburbs. 

So overcrowded are many of the hotels that 
their ball-rooms have been fitted up with cots 
in true barrack style, and 
rented to the unfortunate men who 
are early enoughto sectre them. Whether 
this extraordinary influx is for the day alone 
or for the season next week will go far toward 
determining.

THE CROP PROSPECT. 


WEEELY REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE. 


Rains in the Northwest Greatly Benefit 
the Wheat Crop—Cotton Almost a 
Failure—Growing Crops Injured by 
Hail and Wind. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—Copious rainfall in 
the wheat regions of the Northwest have 
greatly benefited crops during the past 
week, a slight lack of sunshine is reported, 
but prospects are generally better than ata 
corresponding date last year. In the Missouri 
valley the partial drought has been entirely 
relieved by abundant rain. Corn is still quite 
backward and that which was injured by cut 
worms has been replanted. In the Upper 
Lake region heavy rains have materially im- 
proved crops, though a little more would be 
beneficial in the interior of  Wiscon- 
sin. Slight damage by hail is 
reported in the southern counties of 
Wisconsin and by cut worms in Michigan. In 
Indiana, Illinois and Ohio the conditions 
were favorable forallcrops except oats in 
Indiana and corn mn Ohio. Hall injured fruit 
and vegetation in some localities in Northern 
Ohio. Injury by insects is reported in a few 
counties. In Missouri excessive rains have 
checked crop cultivation, lodging and rusting 
wheat, which has been somewhat damaged 
by insects. General outlook favorable. In 
Arkansas and Texas corn is suffering for 
rain, except in Western Arkansas, where 
crops are in fine condition. The cotton 
crop is slightly deficient. The 
wheat harvest in Texas is under 
good headway. Crop conditions are some- 
what improvedin Kentucky, but more rain 
is needed, pats, corn and grass suffering 
most; wheat somewhat improving; tobacco 
plants held back by lack of rain. Serious 
drought is reported from Tennessee, though 
the wheat harvest promises a good yield. 
Late cotton almosta failure; outlook rather 
gloomy. 

Mississippi reports serious drought, which 
will probably be relieved by showers prom- 
ised to-day. In Alabama the crops are gen- 
erally in fine condition, but rain is very much 
needed in some sections. Oats especially 
are suffering from drought. In North 
and South Carolina favorable conditions 
for crops have prevailed during the week. 
Severe stormsand hail have been injurious 
in a few localities. Cotton, while improved, 
ig still quite backward. Oat harvest has be- 
gun and general outlook very favorable. 
In New York, Pennsylvania and Virginia fruit 
prospects are excellent, rains have been very 
beneficial, though corn is still backward in 
Pennsylvania. In New Jersey, conditions 
are slightly more favorable, but the con- 
tinued deficiency of rainfall is seriously 
affecting all crops, especially strawberries, 
early vegetables and grass.

THE WORE OF A RING. 

Thus far only ex-Treasurer BARDSLEY, 

two bank presidents and two bank cashiers 

are in the procession moving towards the 

Pennsylvania Penitentiary, butit is now 

clear that other officials and ‘‘financiers’’ 

will have to be mustered in if justice is to 

be done to half of those who have been 
using public trusts and political pulls for 

money-making purposes. 

It is now disclosed that the failing condi- 
tion of the Keystone Bank became known 
to the ringsters when it was found on the 
death of its former president, Lucas, in 
1888 that he had sunk $998,000 of the bank’s 
money in his real estate speculations. But 
this hole in its resources was kept 
covered up by various devices and 
with the assistance of parties 
who could furnish temporary loans of 
money to be counted as Keystone assets by 
the examiner. Postmaster-General WAN- 
AMAKER was a heavy depositor in the 
bank, an intimate friend of Lucas, and 
knew allabout the deficit in its cash. He 
was also an intimate friend of MARsH, 
who succeeded Lucas, and his brother, 
W. H. WANAMAKER, was MARSH’s bonds- 
man. 

It seems that the concealment of the 
bank’s condition was to enable favored 
parties to postpone the final crash till they 
weer qutetly withdraw their money and 
shift the loss tothe shoulders of the un- 
suspecting public. So money was ad- 
vanced to cover up the forgeries and the 
insolvency of Honest JOHN BARDs- 
LEY,’’ who was made City Treasurer 
and proceeded to deposit in the 
rotten Keystone Bank about $1,500,000 
of State and city money when he knew all 
about the bank’s condition. He was paid 
8 and 4 per cent on these deposits, was to 
have all the bank assistance he needed in 
shaving claims against the city whose 
cash was thus banked, and he was enabled 
at the same time to do a large business 
through third parties in percentages on 
money advanced on paving contracts. 

This was the situation which was kept 
concealed from unsuspecting depositors 
and tax-payers, until MarsH, the Presi- 
dent of the Keystone, confessed to Ex- 
aminer DREW in January that falsi- 
fied accounts had been imposed on 
him. The high official influence 
and the strength of the political pulls em- 
ployed in this game of concealment and 
public robbery are attested by the fact that 
the Comptroller of the Currency pigeon- 
holed DrEw’s January report, hid the 
facts from thepublic, did not close the Key- 
stone till March, and delayed the appoint- 
ment of a receiver till the Spring Garden 
and another involved bank failedin May, 
when the arrest and flight of President 
Mane and the resignation of City Treas- 
urer BARDSLEY followed as a matter of 
course. 

How much unsuspecting depositors have 
lost by this concealment is yet to be told. 
But it may be assumed that the men whose 
influence prolonged it have lost nothing 
by it or by the attendant loot- 
ing and gutting. Several banks 
gutted andtwo public treasuries robbed 
of 51, 500, 000 by a political ring which vio- 
lated laws and official obligations with- 
out scruple or fear of punishment—such is 
the work of the political machine in 
Pennsylvania which will be duplicated by 
the political machine in Missouri if the 
people do not take care to doa little more

‘DEATH CAME PEACEFULLY AT 10;15 
O'CLOCK LAST NIGHT. 


His Unequal Struggle With the Dread 
Messenger—A Scene of Universal 
Mourning—Where the Remains Will 
Be Interred—Sketch of the Dead States- 
man’s Eventful Career.

} donald is dead. A nation is to-night mourn- 
ing its greatest statesman, anda great party 
is in grief for the loss of a beloved 
leader. Toward the sick chamber at 
public thought has been 
directed for the last ten days and the sympa- 
thy of the nation has gone out in greater de- 
guee as the picture presented grew darker 
and more prthetic. From all parts of the 
Dominion and from the Sovereign herself came 
tender messages of condolence and anxious 
inquiries as to the aged statesman’s con- 
dition. Toallofthe inquiries but one an- 
swer could be given—the end might be de- 
layed, but was inevitable. 

The beginning of the end came early yes- 
terday morning. The Premier had slept 
the greater part of the night and through- 
out the day he slept at intervals. 
The afternoon bulletins from the physicians 
at the bedside announced that the Premier’s 
strength was rapidly diminished. As the af - 
ternoon fled profound stillness reigned at 
Earns Cliffe, The scene after nightfall was 
impressive in its solemnity. Upto midnight 
anxious groups gathered upon the lawn, and 
spoke in whispers of the dying patient’s con- 
dition. 

Sir John’s heart failed in its work, and he 
sank so low that for some time he seemed to 
have ceased to live. He rallied feebly and 
fought his way back to the weakest hold on 
life a man could have. His stupendous 
vitality was making a grand struggle. 

Many ‘members of Parliament came to 
Earns Cliffe during the early evening to learn 
personally the patient’s condition. The 
Governor-General with an  aid-de-camp 
walked over to make his last nightly visit. 

AWAITING THE END, 

At midnight the callers had all departed 
and the correspondents were left to watch 
the night out alone. The hours wore slowly 


on. The lightof a new day brought with it 
nothing to relieve

the patient’s condition; he was uncon- 
scious. His limbs were numb, and there 
was nothing to mark that life was not ex- 
tinct. The feeble flutterings of the pulse were 
almost gone. The groups gathered around 
the bedside all night. Lady Macdonald, al- 
most worn out by herlong vigil, was there 
and the Premier’s son, Hugh John Mac- 
donald, had kept his place by his father’s 
side. 

There was no bulletin from the physicians 
this morning. Nothing could be said beyond 
what had already been given out, It wasa 
matter of time, perhaps moments, perhaps 
hours. The marvelous vitality which was 
staying the hand of death was slowly 
but surely ebbing. The scenes of the morn- 
ing and the afternoon were but counterparts 
of yesterday. The physicians concurred in 
the opinion thatthe Premier could not live 
until go clock, and again did they err. The 
Gying Premier had been perfectly uncon- 
scious for nearly thirty hours, and still the 
spark of life lingered on. 

AN ANXIOUS HOUR. 

The members of the Cabinet had a long 
meeting this afternoon. Ministers Dowdney, 
Bowell, Tupper and Costigan afterwards 
called at Earnes Cliffe for the last repprt. The 
action of the patient’s heart at times during 
the evening was 80 feeble that 
Sir John was believed to be dead. Once the 
family gathered about the bedside under the 
impression that the end had come, 
but it proved to be another of the 
dreaded sinking spells which in succes- 
sion had left the aged statesman 
with less and less vitality. Not 
since § o’clock yesterday afternoon had any 
substantial liquid nourishment passed his 
lips. Such an unequal struggle could not 
much longer be sustained. 

Eventide found the members of the family 
gathered about the bedside of the dying 
statesman waiting patiently for dis- 
solution. Outside in the dusk were 
gathered the correspondents and small 
groups of anxious friends. Nature no 
longer asserted itself; life’s 
fires were burning low, flickered and smould- 
ered as though the soul would leave its tene- 
ment at each successive break. No one would 
recognize in the dying man one vestige of re- 
semblance to the great political leader who 
had guided the aestinies of Canada for nearly 
half a century. At 10 o“ clock it was evident that 
the end was at hand. The household was 
summoned to the death chamber. Lady Mac- 
donald stood by the side of her noble husband 
and around her gathered the members of the 
family. Her face showed traces of weary

4 PEACEFUL DEATH, 

Death came peacefully to the aged Premier 
at 10:15. He was unconscious to the last. 
Life fluttered, breath came shorter and when 
the announcement of death was made the 
bells were tolled to convey the intelligence to 
the thousands who were anxiously awaiting 
this signal.

Stinioter ts in 1838 and Government leader in the 
Assembly from 1864 to 19867. He was made 
Minister ae Militia Affairs in 1862 and held the 
position five years. Upon a request in 1865 to 
take the place of Sir N. P. Tache as Prime 
Minister, the latter having died, he waived 
his claims in favor of Sir Narcisse F. Belleau. 

MADE MINISTERS OF JUSTICE. 

On July 1, 1867, the new constitution came 
into force in Canada, and Macdonald was 
sworn in as Privy Councilor and appointed 
Minister of Justice and Attorney-General. 
recognition of his services he was created a 
Knight Commander of the Bath (civil) by 
the Queen, and in 1884 he received the grand 
cross in the same order. He remained Prime 
Minister until 1873, when his Government re- 
signed on the Canadian Pacific charges. 
Alexander Mackenzie then accepted the re- 
sponsibilities of office and Sir John was 
leader of the opposition for nearly five years, 
and as such gave the administration the bene- 
fit of his ability and long experience in perfect- 
ing, among other measures of importance, 
the insolvent act and the act that constituted 
the Supreme Court of the Dominion, In Sep- 
tember, 1878, the Liberal party was defeated 
at the polls on the cry of protection to native 
industries and Sir John was sent for by the 
Governor-General and invited toforma gov- 
ernment, He accepted the charge and true 
to his promises a high tariff on imported 
goods at once became the fiscal policy 
ofthe country. The new tariff discriminated 
in favor of no nation, the products of all—not 
excepting Great Br itain—being placed on the 
same footing. Sir John took the Portfolio of 
the Interior and subsequently became Pres- 
ident of the Privy Council and Superintend- 
ent of Indian Affairs. In 1882 and 1887 he was 
alike successful at the polls, though in the 
latter year, owing to the defections from his 
party on the Riel rebellion question, his 
majority in the House of Commons was con- 
erably reduced. 

Sir John was charged at various times with 
the execution of delicate diplomatic mis- 
slonf. He has been a delegate to England 
and to other countries on public business 
very frequently. In 1871 he was appointed one 
of Her Majesty’s Joint High Commissioners 
with Earl de Gray, Sir Stafford Northcote, 
Sir Edward Thornton and the Rt. Hon. Mon- 
tague Bernard to settle the Alabama claims 
question, then pending between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. The treaty of 
Washington, signed May, 1871, was the out- 
come of this conference with the American 
commissioners. 

For this service Sir John was called to the 
Privy Council of Great Britain in July, 1872, 
an honor seldom conterred on a colonial 
statesman. 

In 1865 the University of Oxford conferred 
on Sir John the degree D. C. L., and later 
Queen’s University, Kingston, and McGill 
University, Montreal, that of LL. D., and 
Trinity College, Toronto, made him D. 0. L. 

OTHER IMPORTANT MEASURES. 

During his long political career Sir John 
had carried to a successful issue very many 
measures Of the highest importance, besides 
those that have been briefly referred to here. 
Chief among them are the improvement of 
the criminal laws of Canada, the consolida- 
tion of the statutes, the extension of the mu- 
nicipal system, military organizations, the 
establishment of direct steam mail communi- 
cation with Europe, the reorganization of 
the civil service, the construction of the In- 


tercolonial and the Canadian Pacific 
Rallways; the enlargement of canals; 
the enactment of a stringent 


election law; the ratification of the Washing- 
ton treaty and the extension and consolida- 
tion of the Dominion. At the time of the Riel 
outbreaks in the northwest territories of Can- 
ada Sir John was at the head of affairs, and 
under his direction the insurgents were 
crushed and punished, the operations being 
conducted with spirit and determination. 

Sir John, beside possessing natural abilities 
of the highest order and being an authority 
on constitutional law, always ranked high as 
a public speaker and parliamentary debater. 
He always devoted himselfto the public in- 
terest as he understood it, and his bitterest 
opponents could not charge him with being 
governed by avarice or personal ambition in 
his conduct of public affairs. 

Lady Susan Agnes Macdonald, whom Sir 
John married in 1867, isa daughter of Thomas 
J. Bernard, member of the Queen’s privy 
council, Jamaica, West Indies, and is wel 
known as a writer for periodicals. 


DEFENDED THE REBELS, 


JOHN MACDONALD AS ATTORNEY FOR THE VON 
SCHOULTY RAIDERS. 


In the accounts of the dead Premier of Can- 


ada, Sir John Macdonald, is is stated 
that as a young lawyer he 
acted as Counsel of the Von 


Schoultg raiders, who were tried by court- 
martial at Kingston, in 1839, some of whom 
were hanged and others transported to the 
penal colony of Van Diemen’s Land. The go- 
called raiders, better known at the time as 
the ‘‘patriots,’’ were composed of American 
sympathisers, consisting mostly of young 
men and boys fromthe border counties of 
Oswego, Jefferson and St. Lawrence, in the 
State of New York, who engaged in this last 
rash attempt to free Canada from British 
rule. The affair is better known as the battle 
of the windmill, and though scarcely remem. 
bered by the present generation it produced 
a lively sensation at the time throughout the 
country. 

The wind-mill was a massive stone tower 
divided into several stories, with a tin- 
covered dome, located on the banks of the 
St. Lawrence, three miles below Prescott, in 
upper Canada and directly opposite the 
nese railroad depot at Ogdensburg, on the 

ew York side of the river. 

In November, 1838, this stronghold was

Mr. John MacDonald, then quite a 
young man, defended the prisoners, 
and like John Adams and Josiah 
Quincy, attorneys for Mayor Preston, who 
ordered the Boston massacre, took the un- 
popular side, and like those eminent lawyers 
he also acted in good faith towards his 
clients. Von Schoultz behaved with great 
magnanimity, winning the respect of friend 
and foes. He repelled with indignation the 
assertion that he was influenced by pelf and 
a desire for their paltry British gold, ac. 
knowledged that he had been deceived by de. 
signing men, and in his will bequeathed 
various sums to the families of 
those killed on the British side, 
He, with the other Officers of the expedi- 
tion were sentenced to be hanged, and were 
accordingly executed, A few were sentenced 
to the penetentiary. All the minors were 
eventually pardoned, by the Governor 
General and the remainder were sent to the 
penal colony of Van Deman’s Land, where 
they were harshly received and scolded 


by the Governor, Sir John Franklin 
of Arctic fame. The last survivor 
of the wind-mill convicts, George I. 


Brown died about a yearago at Theresa, 
N. T1. Asonof the man, Mr. Fathers, who 
harbored the slayer of the British officer, 
Lieut. Johnson, at his house in Ogdensburg, 
is not an old resident of St. Louis. And now 
after a period of more than half a century. 
Sir John Maedonald, probably the last sur- 
vivor of those whose names are associated 
with the patriots captured at the Windmill 
has had, like those who have gone before 
him, to yield to the dread summons. 

Sir John’s remains have been given to the 
undertaker forembalming. The funeral will 
likely take place on Tuesday next and will be 
of a state character. On that day the body will 
probably be removed tothe Senate chamber 
and liein statefor fouror five hours. The 
interment, it is believed, will take place at 
Kingston, where the Premier’s first wife and 
father are buried. K.

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THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT, 
f a 5 Comptroller Stevenson’s Scheme 
tor a Change in the Charter. 


It Will Be Voted on Next Tuesday—An 
Explanatory Address. 


Comptroller Stevenson's excellent scheme 
for a change in the system of taxation and a 
reduction of the revenue will be submitted to 
the people for adoption on Tuesday. Itis es- 
sential that every voter should understand 
the proposition, and attention is called to the 
following lucid address by the Comptroller: 


To the Voters of the City of St. Louis: 

At the special election to be held on the 9th 
day of June next a proposed of Arti- 
cle XIV. of the City Charter, relating to the 
sinking fund, will be submitted to your suf- 
frage. The importance of the change cannot 
be estimated as it affects the financial policy 
of the city in dealing with its bonded debt. 

The existing sinking fund, which is consti- 
tuted so that its revenue is constantly grow- 
ing smaller, has become insignificant. A 
radical change in the system seems to me to 
be imperative forthe future welfare of the 
city. 

1 may at any time arise requir- 
ing expenditures which cannot be met out of 
the ordinary revenue, since this is limited by 
law toan amount barely sufficient for cur- 
rent expenses. But, however pressing the 
emergency may be, it cannot be met by the 
issue of bonds, and there remains no other 
way in which such emergencies can be met. 

Such being the situation, it becomes neces- 
sary to so change our sinking fund that, by 
its operation, the debt may be reduced with- 
in the legal limit as rapfdly as the condition 
of the tax-payers will justify.....--.- 

Under the proposed amendment there will 
be appropriated annually the sum of $1,200,- 
000 for the payment of interest and reduction 
ofthe debt. Out of the amount so appropri- 
. ated there must first be paid the interest, 
then, ifthere is a remainder, only ‘such re- 
mainder can be applied to the reduction of 
the debt. Attention is here called to the fact 
that the revenue of the proposed sinking 
fund is derived from the tax levy, for inter- 
est and debt purposes, and not from monies 
that could be made applicable for current ex- 
penses or improvements. ee 

The amount required to be appropriated 
annually being fixed, the question as to how 
the change of system will effect the rate of 
taxation is readily answered. The existing 
tax rate is sufficient forthe requirements of 
the proposed law for the curreht year; con- 
sequently no increase in the same will be 
necessary or required in the future, because 
the amount required will always remain the 
same, And if the present tax rate is suf - 
cient now, it follows that, with the natural 
increase of property incident to the growth of 
the city, the tax rate must correspondingly 
decrease. 

There will bea reduction of tax rate for 
city purposes under whichever system—the 
existing or the proposed—the city will choose 
to operate under in the future, owing to the 
increase in taxable property. Under the ex- 
isting system the reduction of tax rate would 
bea little larger than under the proposed 
system. But the difference will not exceed 
one-twentieth of 1 per cent at the beginning, 
nor willit, atany time, be more than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent—an amount almost inap- 
preciable. 

The annual reduction of the debt under the 
proposed system will be necessarily small 

during the first few years, but still consider- 
ably larger than it would be under the pres- 

‘ent system. Duringthe first few years the 
annual interest charge will absorb from 
eleven-twelfths to five-sixthsof the entire 
$1,200.000, leaving only from one-twelfth to 
one-sixth of that amount for reduction of 
the debt. But, as the debt is being gradually 

reduced, andthe maturing part of itis re- 

newed at lower rates of interest, the annual 
intdrest charge grows correspondingly less, 
and, in consequence, larger amounts become 
available for the payment of the debt; un- 
ally, the outstanding debt and the interest 
thereon become less than the amount of an 
annual appropriation, thus extinguishing 
the debt. 

In devising the proposed system, the es- 
sential principles of sinking funds were 
strictly adhered to; but existing conditions 
necessitated a method of application different 
from the usualone. It was also sought to 
simplify the mode of administration, and to 
guard against some ofthe dangers to which 
sinking funds, as ordinarily constituted, are 
exposed. 

Its revenue is to be invested in the redemp- 
tion of matured, or the purchase of bonds 
not yet matured, as soon as it becomes avail- 
able;in either event retiring the bonds and 
reducing the debt. The condition of our debt 
is such that, with but few exceptions, each 
year’s sinking fund revenue can be invested 
in maturing bonds of the respective year; 
therefore, all that is necessary to make the 
fund produce the best results of which it is 
capable, is that the dates of maturity of the 
renewal bonds to be issued hereafter shall be 
arranged with reference toother maturities 
and the estimated resources of the fund avail- 
able for their redemption. 

The effect of a liberal provision for a sink- 
ing fund upon the future negotiation of our 
renewal bonds is also a potent factor in the 
question whethera change in our financial 
system should be made. 

Whenever the city enters the money market 
to place its renewal bonds, investors who in- 

tend to bid invariably inguire as to the ratio 
of indebtedness tothe assessed valuation of 
property and the condition of the sinking 
fund. This shows that capital seeking invest- 
ment demands that it is within the ability of 
the municipality to make provision for the 
payment and extinction of the principal 
debt within a reasonable period, and that 
such provision is made. The wunfavor- 
able condition of our affairs in the latter 

oo undoubtedly affects the price of our 

ds. 

Nhe sinking fund of New York City will ex- 
tinguish its debt in about fifteen years, pro- 
vided no new debts are incurred; that of 
Boston will require about thirteen years; the 
present sinking fund of St. Louis, under the 
same conditions, would require 1,300 years. 
The cities of New York and Boston can place 
their bonds bearing from 2% to 38% 
per cent interest. The city of St Louis, 
at its public lettings, has never ob- 
tained an offer from outside investors on 
bonds bearing less than 4 per cent. This 
seems to indicate that investors look with 
more favor upon securities supported by 
sinking funds which assure the payment and 
extinction of the debt than upon-such which 
are not thus supported. 

It will be for the voters to decide whether 
the proposed amendment isthe better mode 
of handling the city’s debt. Your financial 
officer is convinced thatthe present sinking 
fund cannot attain the object for which it 
was created. The scheme presented to you 
will produce a material reduction year by 
year, end if persisted in will extinguish it in 
about thirty-seven years, and it will do this 
without taking one cent from the amount 
which can

A MOTION ARGUED TO QUASH THE INDICTMENT 
AGAINST GIBSON. 

Cuicaco, III., June 6,—Attorneys William 
Barry and John Runnells appeared before 
Judge Blodgett to-day and argued a motion 
to quash the indictments against George C. 
Gibson, the ex-Secretary of the Whisky 
Trust, who is charged with attem pting to 
bribe Special Agent Dewar to blow up 
the Shufeldt distillery. ‘‘We wish these 
indictments quashed,’’ said Mr. Barry, ‘‘be- 
cause there is no Federal law covering such 
an offense. This man Dewar having free ac- 
cess to this distillery could have blown up or 
burned the establishment without a violation 
of his official duties. In such a case this 
Federal court has no juridiction. There is no 
federal law for larceny, for arson or for mur- 
der committed by such an agent on the dis- 
tillery premises.

Their Names May Vary, but Their Objects 
Are Practically Identical—The Federal 
Land Court—Prohibitionists Active in 
Kansas—An Unpopular Measure—Gen- 
eral Political 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., June 6.—J. F. Willitts 
of Kansas, National Lecturer of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, addressed a large meeting here to- 
Gay, and was attentively listened to for more 
than two hours. His speech was a disap- 
pointment tothe large portion of his audi- 
ence who expected to hear a clear and intelli- 
gent exposition of the principles and objects 
of the Alliance from one of the most promi- 
nent authorized exponents of the or- 
der. But instead of giving his hearers 
information as to what the Alliance pro- 
poses to accomplish, and the means by which 
it proposes to accomplish certain ends, his 
whole speech was a rehash ofthe arguments 
and complaints with which the advocates of 
the defunct Greenback party were wont to 
regale the people, a dozen years ago. This 
old song, sung toa slightly different tune, did 
not arouse his hearers toa high pitch of en- 
thusiasm. He consumed more than an hour 
ina dreary reading of extracts from Con- 
gressional speeches which were delivered 
fifteen to twenty years ago, on the finance 
question. 

The burden of his speech was the neces- 
sity for what ex-Congressman Dave Rea of 
Andrew County once styled a more and a 

t ner currency with which the mortgaged 
farmers could pay their debts. He merely 
referred tothe tarif in a gingerly sort of 
way and endeavored to impress upon those 
who heard him that the money question is 
the over-shadowing issue. All through his 
speech he declared ‘‘this movement isa revo- 
lution.’ He was entirely impartial in be- 
stowing abuse and criticism upon both the 
Democratic and Republican parties, declar- 
ing there is no difference between them; that 
the platforms of both are dictated by Wall 
street. He said: ‘‘We are going to lay of | 
our Republican and Democratic coats. If we 
do not get the relief we are asking for we 
will have a machine that will give it to us. 
We have got tired of sending paper petitions 
to Congress. Hereafter the petitions we shall 
send will be six feet long, with boots at one 
end and brains at the other. 

While the lecturer did not, in so many 
words, advocate the third party movement, 
no other construction could be put upon bis 
words than thatthe Alliance would not be 
satisfied with the old parties and would take 
independent political action. 

Strange to say, however, he did not havea 
word to say about the much-mooted question 
of the free coinage of silver, for which the 
bucolic orators tell us there is a crying neces- 
sity. 

GROWTH OF THE ORGARKIZATIOFN. 

After his speech, Mr. Willetts conversed 
freely with the representative of the Posr- 
DISPATCH upon a variety of topics, the An- 
ance coming in, of course, for the greater 
share. Replying to the question as to the 
present strength and growth of the Alliance, 
he said: 

The present membership of the Alliance is 
about three millions, and it is increasiag ata 
phenomenal rate, and there is every indica- 
tion that this increase will continue until we 
have enrolled all the active, working farmers 
in the United States. Three State Alliances 
have been organized in the last month, and 
thousands of lecturers are kept constantly in 
the field explaining the principles and aims 
of the Alliance, and educating the people on 
the economic questions of the day. 

„Within the last two montis I have trav- 
eled over ten thousand miles, speaking in the 
States of New York, New Jersey, Maryland, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, 
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selves of the burdens of debt and taxes under 
which they are now staggering; to make once 
more puissant in the legisiation in this 
country the Jeffersonian theory of ‘Equal 
rights for all; special priv@®eges to none. 

Do you advocate im your lectures to the 
Alliance the formation of a third party?’’ 

do not. But I charge upon both the 
Democratic and Republican parties the re 
sponsibility for the class legisiation which we 
have organized to wipe off of our statute 
books. In Kansas and in several other 
States, as you know, the Alliance has gone 
into politics, and has repudiated both the old 
parties. Individually, I am in favor of inde- 
pendent political action, but as the National 
Lecturer of the Alliance I confine myself to 
the discussion of our principles, the expla- 
nation of our purposes and pointing out the 
cause of the evils which beset the farmers of 
this country, andthe remedy which must be 
applied to correct those eviis.

Three Colored Laborers Lose Their Lives 
in an Explosion. 


DEADLY DYNAMITE AGAIN GETS IN 178 
WORK, 


A Fourth Victim Escapes With the Loss of 
an Eye—Cause of the Explosion Un- 
known—Firemen Run Over by a Hose 


Cart—Struck by Lightning—Other Cas- 
ualties, 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 6.—About 7 
o’clock to-night, at Chattanooga Furnace, a 
deadly dynamite explosion accurred, in 
which three colored laborers lost their lives. 
The furnace bas been closed down and 
the workmen were blasting out 
the oid iron in the foundation to 
rebatld the stack. It is not known how much 
dynamite was used, but the explosion was 
heard and the shock felton Market street, a 
mile distant. The dead men are Jas. Foster, 
Bud Taples and Nathaniel Saunders, Another 
of the workmen, Lew Whitaker, was badly 
injured, and his left eye was blown out. 
Nothing is known as to how the accident oa- 
curred, but ſt is supposed that it was pro- 
mature. At II o’clock the Coroner has not 
finished the inquest.

All Quincy Takes a Holiday on the Auspi- 
cious Occasion. 

Qurxcr, In., June6.—The words of Long- 
fellow’s beautiful poem, ‘‘The Launching of 
the Ship,’’ suggested themselves to the minds 
of those who saw the City of Quincy glide 
gracefully into the waters of Quincy Bay this 
morning.

A Fortune Sought For a Life.

READY T0 EXPLODE. 
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Did Wanamaker Share in Looting the 
Keystone Bank? 


REVISION OF THE TARIFF THE LEADING 
POLITICAL 18SUE. 


Congressman Hatch's Prominence as a 
Candidate for Speaker—Alliance Com- 
binations Worrying the Republicans — 
After Capt. Meredith’s Shoes—Gros- 
venor’s Retreat—C apital Cullings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6.—It is evident 
that Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s con- 
nection with the failure of the looted Key- 
stone Bank of Philadelphia, in which almost 
a million dollars belonging to the State of 
Pennsylvania and nearly half a million be- 
longing to the city of Philadelphia were 
swamped, cannot much longer be concealed 
although the President of the bank isa fugi- 
tive from justice and the City Treasurer, a 
cashier and several directors of the bank are 
under arrest. It is the general belief that 
there are other and more important culprits, 
and from the first there have been 
dark hints that before the investigation 
closed Mr. Wanamaker, Postmaster-General 
of this Administration, would be dragged 
into this discreditable affair. Every effort 
has been made to keep Mr. Wanamaker’s 
skirts clear, but he seems to have been so 
deeply involved and so intimately connected 
with the bank that this will be impossible. 
He has steadfastly refused to make any state- 
ment, but the lines are being drawn too 
closely and the disclosures have been 80 
startling that he cannot much longer post- 
pone the impending scandal. The collapse 
is at hand. Itis no longer denied that the 
Keystone Bank was carrying $200,000 worth of 
Wanamaker’s paper, which was $150,000 in 
excess of what the bank could loan him under 
the law which prohibits a bank from loaning 
toa single individual more than 10 per cent of 
the capital stock paid in, which was in this 
case 3500, 000. It is claimed, however, that 
when the bank closed the notes had been 
taken up and Mr. Wanamaker hadonlya 
small overdraft. Mrs. Wanamaker had also 
overdrawn her account, and W. H. Wana- 
maker, who is running a clothing establish- 
ment in Philadelphia, had deposited drafts 
which had gone to protest and which were 
subsequently settled after the failure through 
the persistency of a Treasury agent. 

The general charge all along has been that 
the bank was held open by Combtroller 
Lacey in order to give Wanamaker an oppor- 
tunity to cover his shortage. Other rumors 
are flying thick and fast and the whole affair 
has caused a profound sensation here. In 
official circles there is a great uneasiness as 
to what an investigation might disclose. In 
the Comptroller’s bureau there is evidently a 
dispositionto make Bank Examiner Dreue 
the scapegoat, but he is said to be well 
fortified and prepared to prove that 
all information which he obtained was 
promp‘*ly forwarded here, and that he acted 
only under instructions from Comptroller 
Lacey. Mr. Wanamaker went to Philadelphia 
to-day. It is probable that he will be sum- 
moned before the investigating committee 
before he again leaves the City of Brotherly 
Love and be made to tell what he knows 
about this gigantic scandal. 

President Harrison this morning received 
the letter of the Mayor of Philadelphia,trans- 
mitting the resolutions of the Councils about 
instituting an investigation by the 
Government into the affairs of the 
Keystone National Bank. No action will 
be taken by the President until the re- 
turn of Secretary Foster from New York, who 
is expected here on Monday. Comptroller 
Lacey declines tosay anything for publica- 
tionin addition to his statement of some 
days ago, except that he has not been re- 
quested to appear before the Council and has 
been given every facility for obtaining in- 
formation upon the bank’s affairs. 


AT THE DEPARTMENTS. 


DECISION RESERVED IN A PENSION CASE—GEN. 
SWAIM’S PLEA. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6.—Assistant 
Secretary Bussey has reversed the decision 
of the Commissioner of Pensions who rejected 
the claim of Anna T. Dye, Mother of Geo. H. 
Dye, private, Company D, Forty-fifth IIII- 
nois Volunteers. The soldier while on a fur- 
lough was thrown from his horse, sustaining 
injuries which led to his death. 
The Commissioner of Pensions re- 
jected the claim on the ground that 
the soldier was not in line of duty. Gen. 
Bussey, however, aftera thorough examina- 
tion of the testimony, concludes that the sol- 
dier, who left his command on furlough to 
visit the death bed of his father, did not 
transcend the limits of his veteran furlough, 
and holds that he was in line of duty for 
pensionable purposes, reverses the Pension 
Commissioner’s decision and directs that the 
claim be allowed. 

GEN. SWAIM’S PLEA. 

David C. Swaim, Brigadier-General United 
States Army and Judge Adocate General, un- 
der suspension, hadan extended interview 
with the President this morning in regard to 
his case. Gen, Swaim was tried by court 
martialin Arthur’s administration and sen- 
tenced to suspension from rank and duty for 
a periodof twelve yearsand placed upon 
half pay. 

He now desires to be restored to rank and 
duty, and an application to that effect has 
been before the President for several months.

THE SPEAKERSHIP. 


CONGRESGMAN HATCH ’S STRENGTH—MISSOURI'S 
DELEGATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 6.—The speaker- 
ship of the next House of Representatives is 
still a popular theme for discussion among the 
politicians here, The recent publication in the 
Post-DisPatcu, from Washington, wherein it 
was maintained on the strength of a Mis- 
souri Congressman’s statement that Con- 
gressman Hatch of that State would not ob- 
tain the votes of the delegation in his candi- 
dacy for the place, caused no little feeling. 
Some of the ex-Confederate Democrats rid- 
iculed the idea and attributed the remark to 
a Missouri member who was moved 
in his opposition and in bis lack 
of State pride by some motive 
other than the best. The third House, or 
Capital Lobby, came in for a share of their 
condemnation, and any Missouri opposit! 
to Congressman Hatch for Speaker they lat 
at the door ofthat adroit and skillful body. 
Among those who believed that the 
last named member would receive the 
suppof of his delegation was Col. John 
Rudd, who said, among other things, that 
Hatch was beyond the control and reach of 
outsiders in Congress; that he could not be 
used for private snaps,’’ for the accomplish- 
ment of personal legislation; that if any 
opposition showed itself from Missouri, it 
was nota sincere and honest one. Counting 
on the Missourian already having a support 
of nearly fifty votes, leading all competitors, 
Col. Rudd was ofthe opinion that he could 
not help but secure the nomination. 

Some of the Republican members are al- 
ready alarmed at the figure the Alliance com- 
Dinations are preparing to cut in the next 
campaign. Among them is Congress- 
man Atkinson of West Virginia, 
who looks at Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
South Dakota and Montana with distrust, 
andalthough dangerous policy to express, 
that gentlemen has already talked to such ef- 
fect. These feelings will bring about such an 
effect, when understood, as will bring a large 
support of new members in the coming House 
to the Democrat who hasa following among 
the agriculturists. 


TARIFF REVISION. 


THAT WILL BE THE LEADING ISSUE IN THE NEXT 
CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6.—Senator 
Kenna of West Virginia talked freely to-day 
on the duties of the Democrats in the next Con- 
gress. The Senator said: We may look with 
certainty for a free coinage bill to be passed 
by the next House and the Senate, nor can 
the Democratic House assemble without tak- 
ing up the question of revising the tariff. 
That matter should be taken up early in the 
session andthe Democrats shonid proceed 
with wisdom, prudence and deliberation, 
spending several months if necessary in the 
preparation of the new bill, There 
never was, in my opinion, such 
an opportunity as now presents itself 
to the Democratic party. The Republicans 
are committed to the McKinley bill. It is 
their idea of what protection should be, and 
having crystalized their ideas into law, it is 
too late for them to attemptachange. The 
Democrats can shape their bill so as to rem- 
edy existing evils and relieve oppressive bur- 
dens. It is far more probable that the Senate 
Will agree to a lower tariff bill than that the 
President will approve it. Still, if the Demo- 
cratic party gives the people an earnest of 
its purpose, and is thwarted either by the 
Senate or the President, the Republican 
party will be held responsible for the failure 
of the much-desired legislation. I take it 
for granted that the President will not ap- 
prove any measure antagonistic to the Mc- 
Kinley bill.’’ 

**Then that will make the tariff question 
a live issue in the next presidential cam- 
paign?’’ 

The tariff will be the overtowering, all- Im- 
portant issue. The money question will 
not be insignificant, but as long as 
the Government takes alla man’s money by 
means of a high tariff, for high tariff is actual 
taxation or extraction, no matter how in- 
direct it be, it does not make much difference 
whether our money is gold, silver or green- 
backs.“ 

In speaking of the fight over the force bill 
last session, Senator Kenna said that there 
was nota time when. that measure would not 
have passed upon a direct vote, and that its 
defeat was only accomplished by the presen- 
tation of motions skillfully prepared to avoid 
a face-to-face meeting with the main issue. 


CAPT. MEREDITH’S SHOES. 


KNIGHT OF LABOR WISHES TO TRY 
‘THEM ON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6.—The Knights of 
Labor have renewed their efforts to have 
Capt. Meredith removed from the chiefship 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
During Secretary Windom’s time an attempt 
of the same kind was made and 
after investigation by a committee the Secre- 
tary dismissed the charge as frivolous. The 
Chief is charged with numerous offenses, 
among them that of purchasing inferior ma- 
terial. Pending a report on this phase of 
the case by the same committee, the Knights 
have become impatient and a delega- 
tion from the national organization 
come down from New York the 
other day and were referred 
by Secretary Foster to Judge Crounse, who 
has charge of matters relating to the bureau. 
The Judge told the Knights that as far as 
could be seen there was nothing in the 
charges and that he thought that 
the Treasury Department could take care of 
Capt. Meredith. Then the Knights proceeded 
to bluff the assistant secretary, and they told 
him that if the Republican party was not 
disposed to supportthe labor organizations 
it was time for the latter to show their 
teeth. They left with the threat 
that if Capt. Meredith is not re- 
moved the entire strength of the Knights 
of Labor will be thrown against McKinley in 
the Ohio campaign. Judge Crounse plainly 
told them that as far as he Knew the Govern- 
ment was quite able to take care of itself and 
that the threats would do no gqod. Secretary 
Foster will probably return to the city from 
New York on Monday, and it is expected by 
then he will be prepared to decide the mat- 
ter. The general is that he will de- 
cline to interfere with Oapt. Meredith’s con- 
duct of his office, 
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The Comptroller Explains the Proposed 
Amendment to the Charter. 


THE QUESTION WHICH THE TAX-PAYERS 
MUST DECIDE TUESDAY. 


The Most Important Measure Since the 
Scheme and Charter to Be Voted on at 
a Special Election—Scheme to Create 
a Sinking Fund to Pay the City’s 
Indebtedness. 


The Comptroller’s plan for changing the 
sinking fund system of the city will be sub- 
mitted to the voters at next Tuesday’s elec- 
tion. 

The Comptroller, in disoussing the ques- 
tion yesterday, said: 

The proposed change in the city charter, 
which wul be decided upon at the election 
next Tuesday, is the most important meas- 
ure submitted tothe people’s vote since the 
scheme and charter was adopted. It seeks to 
remedy a defect in that instrument 
in its provisions relating to a sinking 
fund, which was unavoidably embodied 
init for the reason that the condition of the 
tax-payer did not at that time justify a bet- 
ter provision for paying off the debt. But 
the condition of the tax-payer has improved. 
During the first year of the charter the city 
tax levy was $1.90 on the $100 valuation and 
to have made the present scheme feasible 
the rate would have to be somewhat larger. 
Since that time the tax rate for all the city 
purposes has been reduced to $1.50. Now it 
is possible to inaugurate the proposed plan 
without increasing the tax rate or taking 
1 cent from the amount which can be used 
for the current expenses of the government 
or for public improvements. “ 

GENERALLY APPROVED. 

Irne proposed plan seems to have met 
with very little oppasition so far. Whatever 
opposition the plan has had to encounter 
seems to be due more to a misunderstanding 
of it than from a defect in the planitself. I 
think that a careful consideration of the pro- 
visions ol the ordinance embraced in the 
Mayor’s proclamation, if taken in connection 
with the city’s financtal system generally and 
the limitations and restrictions & the consti- 
tution would remove all objections from the 
minds of those who now oppose it. 

„It is not alone sufficient that the city 
should pay its interest promptly and regu- 
larly ; this we must do or quit borrowing, and 
we must continue to borrow in order that we 
may be able to renew our bonds as they ma- 
ture. To establish our credit on a firm finan- 
cial basis it is also necessary that we should 
gradually pay off the debt, and to do this we 
must maintaina sinking d properly pro- 
portioned to our debt. Especially is this the 
case when the conditions of the taxpayer is 
such as to justify the measure, Adebt, no 
matter for what purpose created, should not 
be allowed to run indefinitely. The debt of 
the city now outstanding was created before: 
the adoption of the Scheme and Charter, and 
at the rate at which it is being reduced under 
the operation of the present sinking fund 
would require 1,300 years to entirely pay it 
off. A sinking fund that requires such a time 
to attain its object is equivalent to no sinking 
fund at all. The proposed sinking fund will 
pay off the debt in about thirty-seven years,

the debt requires no more tax than the pay 
ment of the $115,000 does now, because the 
difference between the amounts is not addi- 
tional tax but the saving on amount of in- 
terest we now pay. 

The present tax rate for payment of in- 
terest and debt, which is, as I have said be- 
fore, a separate and distinct levy and can- 
not be uséd for any other purpose than 
payment of interest and debt, is one- 
half of 1 per cent. One-half of 
iper cent on $252,000,000 taxable property 
yields $1,260,000 taxes; deducting erroneous 
assessments, uncollectible bills, costs of col- 
lection, etc., leaves the amount a little in 
excess of the amount required by the pro- 
posed plan. But the taxable property is in- 
creasing and as that increases the rate 
oo and the burden ot taxation dimin- 
shes. 

BETTER THE CITY FINANCIAL STANDING. 

The proposed measure would also add to 
our standing in the money marketand in- 
crease the value of our bonds. Ourcredit is 
good, but witha productive sinking fund it 
would be bettered. I do not see why it should 
be otherwise. The increase in the price of 
our bonds would perhaps be small, but any 
increase would be an improvement. The 
greater the ability to meet a debt the lower 
the rate of interest will be, other things 
being equal. 

Some seem to have an impression that as 
the debt is reduced within the limit there 
would be extravagance which would neces- 
sitate increasing the debt. I think this is a 
groundless fear. The reckless incurring of 
debt in the past was due to the fact that 
there was no limitations or restrictions. The 
constitution of 1875 put a stop to all reckless- 
ness in matter of incurring debts, and I think 
that the limitations and restrictions that are 
established will be found sufficient. Since 
the constitution was adopted no new debt 
has been incurred. 

Other cities have sinking funds immense- 
ly greater than ours will ever be. New York 
City, with $1,603,839,000 of taxable property, a 
net debt of $98,663,000, has a sinking fund 
which had a revenue of $6,444,761 during 1889, 
and the revenue is still increasing. Boston’s 
taxable property is valued at $795,433,744, its 
net debt is $31,424,000 and the revenue of its 
sinking fund for 1889 was $2,883,304. The city 
of St. Louis has a net debt of $21,673,100, 
which it is proposed to.provide for, interest 
and payment of debt, by the appropriation 
$1,200,000, the sinking fund being only that 
part of the amount not required for interest 
purposes.

The result of 
this movement was the evacuation of 
Charleston the isth, and of Wilmington the 
22a of February. Gen. Sherman reached 
Fayetteville March Ul, after a tedious 
march over extremely bad coun- 
try roads, which he had to corduroy 
almost tne whole distance to make them 
passable for his guns and wagons. On the 
Nd of that month the army entered Golds- 
boro, after some heavy skirmishing. The 
Confederate general, Joe Johnston, was 
again in command ofthe forces to 
Sherman, a fact which made the latter much 
more cautious and circumspect than he had 
deen previously in his movements. The re- 
sult was he lostsome good opportunities of 
crushing the very inferior forces opposed to 
him. The march from Savannah to Golds- 
boro, 425 miles, had been done in fifty days, 
over bad roads and in very bad weather. 
Five navigable rivers had been crossed with 
very feeble opposition from the enemy. The 
army fed on the country and destroyed ten- 
told more than it consumed. At Goldsboro 
the armies of Gens. Schofield and Terry 
joined Sherman for a final advance to the 
Roahoake River, where he would be in a po- 
sition to join hands with . Grant, whose 
great army was still near Petersburg. 

At a second meeting between the two Gen- 
erals terms that were eminently wise in the 
interests of the great American Republic, 
honorable to the South and most creditable 
to the North and to the Northern General by 
whom they were conceded, were 
upon for the surrender of the whole of the 
Confederate armies. There can be Iittie 
doubt, I should say, that had Mr. Lincoln 
been then alive he would have entirely m- 
dorsed and approved of those terms.

ANOTHER MAXWELL LAND GRAFT. 

This Maxwell land grant is, perhaps, con- 
founded with another ‘‘Spanish grant’’ 
made in 1796 by Gov. De Lassus of St. Louis 
to James Maxwell, the curate of Ste. Gene- 
vieve and the Vicar-General of the Province 
of Louisiana. 

This was a grant of some four square 
leagues of land, located on the forksof the 
Black River in the present county of Rey- 
nolds, Missouri, for the purpose of settling 
Roman Catholic emigrants from Ireland 
thereon,’’ which was not complied with in 
that particular, because of the existing wars 
and the subsequent prohibition of emigra- 
tion from Ireland. On the death of the Vicar- 
General all his right and title tothe lands 
was, by act of Congress in April, 1616, vested 
in his nephews, John PF. and Hugh H. 
Maxwell, and it is the heirs of the 
latter, John P. having died at sea, 
who are still the rightful contestants of this 
claim, The Maxwells were of Scotch-Irish 
birth. Hugh H. Maxwell served asa cavalry 
Officer in the British army, and when yet a 
young man located in Ste. Genevieve, at the 
solicitation of his uncle, James Maxwell, the 
Vicar-General, who was accidentally killed 
in 1814 by a fall from his horse. s 

Hugh Maxwell married Odile Menard, the 
daughter of Pierre Menard of Kaskaskia, the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Illinois. The chil- 
dren of this marriage are the heirs and claim - 
ants of this James Maxwell land grant in 
Missouri as stated. 

LUCIEN MAXWELL. 

Lacien Maxwell, one of his sons, towards 
whom renewed interest is now turned in 
consequence of the recent decision, was born 
in Kaskaskia and early developed an ambi- 
tion for adventure. While attending St. 
Mary’s College in Perry County,Mo., through 
the influence of his mother with United States 
Senator Sidney L. Breeze, he was appointed 
to West Point. But hearing of the proposed 
exploring expedition of Fremont to the Rocky 
Mountains young Maxwell, then but 16 years 
of age, decided to give up his West Point ap- 
pointment and engage in the wild scenes 
of Western adventure. He left col- 
lege and, coming to Sst. Louis, 
went to see his mother, who was then visit- 
ing her sister, Mrs. Chouteau. She was 
strongly opposed to his new scheme, and 
urged him to go to West Point, but digregard- 
ing her wishes, he left for Westport, on the 
border of the Indian Territory, where he 
joined the Fremont exploring party at the 
house of Cyprian Chouteau. His sister, Mrs. 
Franklyn, then a young girl, was stopping 
there, and saw the party start out. She 
describes Fremont as frail looking and rather 
of boyish appearance. His hair was parted 
inthe middie, and the curls hung down in 
ringlets on the sides of hig forehead. Her 
brother was engaged as the hunter and Kit 
Carson asthe guide. Both young men wore 
their hair long, Indian fashion, and became 
the trusted companions of their leader, 

When Fremont returned from the expedi- 
tion to St. Louis he introduced Maxwell to 
Col. Thos. H. Benton, who, after compli- 
menting him on his nerve and game qualities, 
of which he had been posted by Fremont, and 
his son, young Randolph Benton, who ac- 
companied the expedition, advised him to

ACTIVITY I8 WHAT A FIGHTER NEEDs, 


NOT MUSCLE. 


How He Is Getting Into Trim for His Com- 
ing Fight With Jake Kilrain—What He 
Eats and Drinks—Early Life of the Man 
Who Aspires to the Championship of 
the World.

There are several classes of fighters, the 
classes being arranged according to weight. 
There is the ‘‘bantam’’ or ‘‘feather weight,’’ 
which is not more than 114 pounds; the ‘‘light 
weight,’’ not more than 118 pounds; the 
middle weight, not more than 154 pounds, 
andthe heavy weight, from 154 pounds 
upward.

It is not advisable to exercise too much on 
an empty stomach before breakfast, but if 
you hit the happy medium of exertion at that 
time it will do you good instead of harm. 

HERE'S A BREAKFAST FOR YOU. 

For breakfast I start with a bowl of oat- 
meal porridgeand milk. Then I eat some 
fish, sometimes broiled, sometimes fried. 
This is followed by a steak or a plate of 
chops, three or four eggs and two cups of 
tea. I do not drink coffee at all because it is 
too heating. After sitting around awhile I 
take a walk of twelve miles. 

To get the full benefit of pedestrian exer- 
cise you must trot along at a pretty brisk 
gait and swing your arms back and forth, 
throwing your chest well out at the same 
time 


In this way your whole body is exercised. I 
return from these tramps in a perfect glow of 
perspiration. Ihave worn ‘‘sweaters’’ in 
addition to my ordinary complement of 
clothing and that helps to open the pores. 
These ‘‘sweaters’’ are thick woolen shirts 
and made afterthe style of the paper doll 
dresses little children play ;with—i. e., they 
are armiess and you slip them over your 
bead. 


I walk this twelve miles in about two hours 
and a half, and arrive at my training quar- 
ters just before 12. 

Then I do some running—covering 100 yards 
orso just as fast as I can run.

STARTING RACE HORSES, 


The Starter the Most Important Man on 
the Track. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Disratcnu. 

It is much easier to start trotting horses 
than runners, asthe former are started by 
the word go, and if a man starts them 
when they are not in shape, it is his own 
fault, because he should never give the order 
to start unless all the horses are in good po- 
sition and trotting. 

A line start, however, is not always the 
best, for a driver would rather get off a few 
lengths behind the pole horse, if his horse is 
on his stride, than to receive the word go“ 
two lengths in front ofthe pole horse, with 
his horse running or mixed-gaited, and it ro- 
quiresa man whois thoroughly acquainted 
with the horses entered for the race, their 
gait, peculiarities, etc., to judge when they 
are all in shape to start, 

The ‘‘starter’’ can always control a driver 
and compel him to obey orders by fining him, 
or imposing other pumishment. Occasionally 
a flighty horse will delay a start, but after 
several times of scoring he will, as a rule, 
settle and score up trotting. Then again, 
sometimes the pole horse is not a good horse 
to score by and in that case the starter can 
change to another horse and thereby procure 
a start without much trouble. Jockeying 
while scoring can be stopped, if the starter 
knows his business, and it takes but a few 
scores to tell what drivers are delaying a 
start for the purpose of wearing out a horse 
of which they are afraid. 

In starting trotting horses the starter has 
men to deal with to whose sense of honor he 
can appeal, and who know the cost of a pen- 
alty. It is, therefore, a proportionately easy 
matter to control them. Any men with good 
judgment and a thorough acquaintance of 
the trotters in the ring, their peculiarities, 
etc., well versed in the rules which govern 
the race track and how to appiy them can 
become a starter of trotting horses after 
a little experience in that line. 

With runners this is vastly different. Here 
the starter has boys to contend with, who 
come to the post with instructions to get the 
best of the startat all hazards. They abso- 
lutely refuse to Obey his instructions or those 
of his assistants, and threats of fine or sus- 
pension have no effect upon them whatever. 
Besides this, the starter labors under the de- 
cided disadvantage of being at least fifty feet 
away from the point from where the 
horses actually start, and although 
the horses may all be in une and 
ready for a good start, when he taps the drum

Legal Features.

The Chair of Biblical Theology The F 


settled by the Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly, that beganits sessions at Detroit May 
21, is said to be one ofthe most complex 
problems which ever tormented a religious 
organization. Questions of doctrine were in- 
volved with questions of ecclesiastical pro- 
cedure and matters of faith with matters of 
mere expediency. The duty of the General 
Assembly was not to pass upon any point of 
faith or practice. It was simply called upon 
either to pass over Dr. Briggs’ appointment 
to his professorship in silence orto say that 
it disapproved of his appointment. It had 
no positive duty and had no jurisdiction over 
what, in the eyes of the general public, was 
the real question—that is the doctrinal sound- 
ness of Rey. Dr. Briggs. The purpose of this 
article isto present the history of the case 
with a view ofits legal aspects in such wise 
that it can be fully understood by those who 
have been unable to follow the interminable 
debates in the Detroit Assembly. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE CASE. 

Some time sar the Hon. Charles But- 

ler, President of the Board of Directors of 
| Seminary of New York 

City, made provision for the endowment of a 
professorship in that college to be called the 
Edward Robinson Chair of Biblical Theology. 
Nov. 11 the seminary authorities accepted 
Dr. Butler’s gift and called upon him to ex- 
press his wishes concerning the new chair. 
Ih the course of his remarks Dr. Butler paid 
an eloquent tribute to thé learning and piety 
of Rev. Charles A. Briggs,.D. D,—at that 
time Professor of Hebrew in Union—and ex- 
pressed the wish that he might receive the 
appointment, Dr. Briggs was thereupon 
transferred from the Chair of Hebrew to that 
of Biblical Theology, and on Jan. 7, 1891, the 
appointment was accepted. In his letter of 
acceptance Dr. Briggs gave some hint of 
what might be expected of him, but his hints 
were so general that no alarm was caused. 
He has been known for years as a ripe bibli- 
cal scholar, who has gathered ali the results 
of modern research and criticism. But upto 
this time no doubts had been expressed of his 
soundness on the essentials of Calvinism. 
Dr. Butler, it is said, expressly desired his 
friend to choose for the subject of his 
inaugural the authenticity and authority of 
the Scriptures. 

The inaugural was delivered Jan. 20, 1991. 
In this address Dr. Briggs holds that there 
are three great fountains of divine authority

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RULES OF BACCARAT. 


TECHNICAL DESCRIPTION OF THE 
SCHEME OF ROYAL PLAY. 


The Somewhat Complicated Pastime of 
Bnuglish Nobility in the Indulgence of 
Which Sir Edward Goerdon-Oumming 
Win Money and Loses a Good Name. 


During the past week the reading portion 
of the civilised world hag been regaled with 
a detailed report of the proceedings of the 
sensational action against several of En- 
giand’s nobility, Sir Edward Gordon-Cum- 
ming baving taken this recourse in order 
to, UH possible, clear his name of the scandal 
consequent upon his alleged cheating at 
cards while at play with the Prince of Wales 
and other peers. The betting scheme at 
which those of royal blood engaged was bac- 
carat. This game is little known to Amerti- 
cans and a description of the points of play 
ig opportune, as well as interesting. 

Baccarat is a game of pure chance, and 
bears some resemblance to Vingt-et-un or 
twenty-one, but is much more rapid. The 
banker or the pla win or lose ag they a 
proximate a point, which is nine. 

To play baccarat a large oval table is use: 
Generally directly in front of the dealer 
prong a une is drawn acrosg the table d 
viding it into two equal portions. Som: 
times from a radial point before the bank 
lines are drawn to the edge of the table. 

Any number of persons can play. Th. 
take places to the right or left of the ine, tl 
banker being in the middle. All who are on 
his right make their betson two cards, all 
those on his left on two other cards. These 
two cards, tothe right and left players and 
to the banker, may ve supplemented bya 
third card to each, as will de presently ex- 
plained. Differing from vingt-et-un, only 
one new card can be taken. ‘4 

In France baccarat is played with one 
pack of fifty-two cards; in the United States 
with three full packs. Whether one or three 
packs are used the chances in the game re- 
main the same. The only advantage of using 
three packs is that less time is lost in shul- 


filng. 
DEALING. 

The cards are shuffied and cut by as many 
of the players as may Wish. The dealer may, 
at option, say: 1 will tlrow off three or 
four or six cards before opening the deal, 
and can place these upward on the table, 
These are dead cards and do notaffect the 
game in any way. 

When the dealer hezins he gives frst one

ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


The Far Down Adding to Its Machinery 
Plant—How Ore Bodies Are Robbed— 
Shipments From the Morning Star—The 

Point and Nisi Prius. 


LEAPVILLE, Colo., June 6.—The Far Down 
shaft, which is located on the’ corner of East 
Seventh and Fryer streets, is getting ready to 
work vigorously on the e that was re- 
cently made on that property. A fine plant 
of machinery is now going up there. Gallows 
frame over the shaft is now in position, and 
without doubt this wil! prove to be one of the 
best claims ever located within the city lim- 
its, The developments to the south all point 
to a continuation ot tho ore chute, and this 
particular shaft, as far as sunk, appears to 
— n the line ofthe strike of the ore

A considerable amount of excitement has 
been occasioned by the discovery that a 
number of shatts, or rather shaft-houses, on 
properties that had not been worked for some 
time, had been forcibly entered and robbed 
of their contents. In many instances this 
has deen to the tune of $400, the powder, 
fuse, candles and other necessaries of mining 
having been of that value. It is safe to say 
that if these theiving folk are found they will 
be incontinently hanged. ? 

On the Elk Minea great deal of — 4 ak 1 
ment is noticed, and the shipments fro 
there are steadily increasing, so much so that 
the daily output now amounts to about 130 
tons. In one stope alone there are now dis- 
closed about fourteen feet of most excellent 
lead carbonate ore, ang as development pro- 
ceeds the bodies appear to increase in size 
and commercial value. 

Some time since it was thought that the 
Opening up of the Holden workings would 
prove that the true ore gone of this district 
would be found to be parting quartzite, as 
in this formation, a fine ore body had been 
disclosed in the Holden. Further develop- 
ments, however, show that this was but a 
small streak that had in some manner in- 
truded itself into that formationand that in 
order to be successfully mined a great deal 
of capital would be required, This being the 
case the lease was given up, and no work is 
now going on at that point. 

WORK ON THE BREECE. 

The doller for the Breéce mine has not 
reached here as yet, though all the work to 
receive it has been accomplished. It is stated 
by the management that the work on the 
surface deposit of hematite iron will be re- 
sumed by the 10th inst. and that in addition 
to the work that will then go on the shaft 18 
to be sunk to a depth of at least 600 feet. 

Everything at the Mahala is now in working 
order ; the shaft has been freed of water and 
the sinking resumed, As there are still about 
200 feet to sink before the ore body caught by 
the diamond drill can be met with, of course 
there will be but little to report for some 
tims. This property is controlled by St. Louis 
and Kansas City parties principally. 

A visit to the Morning Star consolidation 
discloses the fact that a large increase in the 
amount of ore being shipped from there has 
occurred, amounting inthe caseof thear- 
gentiferous iron to about 50 per cent, and 
with the lead carbonate ore to more than 83 
per cent over the shipments for the last 
month. Space will hardly permitof a de- 
tailed description of the work going on in 
this consolidation, as there are numerous 
shafts on the property, but excellent lead ore 
is being shipped from the Gould, the Mc- 
Haig, the Log Cabin and other shafts, while 
the sinking for known ore chutes is going for- 
ward inthe Buckeye Belle, the Porto Ner. 3 
and the Lower Waterloo. Mr. W. B. Dick- 
man, the President of the company, has 
deen in the camp in conference with the lo- 
cal maha gement during the past week. 

The main grading at the Moyer bas been ac- 
complished and they are now engaged in lay- 
ing the sills for the new and powerful concen- 
trating mill. This will be of a capacity of at 
least 250 tons per day, and the mine has sum 
cient concentrating ore in sight to keep the 
mill going for ten years. The shipments of 
smelting ore from this mine have been during 
the past month about 100tons a day, which 
would have been largely increased had the 
roads been in any fit condition. They are 
rapidly drying up, and the output for this 
month will be largely increased. 

THE LA PLATA LEASE. 

On the La Plata a tremendous amount of 
work has been going on, the company, how- 
ever, reserving to themselves the lower 
levels. These are about 460 feet from the sur- 
face, where the company has run a drift in 
the limestone for more than 600 feet. From 
this drift upraises have been made that are 
cutting through the umestone and will 
eventually reach the contact between that 
stratum and the white porphyry where the 
ore is usually found. These mines are laid 
off in blocks 50 feet square, and on Blocks 6 
and 7 some very high grade galena ore has 
been found, which has not as yet been 
shipped, as the management desires the 
smelter taking it to take at least a portion 
of the lower grade also. Block 2 has already 
shipped about 680 tons of an excellent grade 
of lead carbonate, and is now making a new 
co t to ship the same class. All over this 

property considerable activity is 
no and without doubt the season will 
prove ying one for them. 

Just south of the La Plata lies the Crown 
Point of the Nisi Prius Co., where the 
upraise is being made through the lime stone. 
This was met with just east of a porphyry 
dyke, and is run up about eighty feet. me- 
thing good should be chronicled from there 
ere long. 

A great deal of excitement was occasioned 
here during the week by a report that some 
$5,000 had been discovered in the Campbid, 
one of the Mikado claims. Upon investiga- 
tion, however,this proves to have been much 
exagerated., They certainly have a fine body 
of ore, but the average value is about $50 per 
ton.

JOPLIN MINES. 


Great Activity Among Prospectors and 
Miners Generally. 
JoPLin, Mo., June 6.—The Empire Lead & 
Zinc Co is one of the largest mining compan- 
ies in the Joplin district. They have a capac- 
ity of 160 tons of dirt dally, and the average 
production of this plant is 140 tons of zinc ore 
per week.

The old shafts are all nearly 
worked outand more prospecting must be 
done. 
The Mahaska Lead & Zinc Oo. own a very 
valuable tract of land of 160 acres, a large 
portion of which is developed, The com- 
pany’s Tin Cup and Hong Hong are the rich- 
est mines in this part of the country. This 
tract is underlaid with such rich deposits of 
lead and sinc ore that it is being taken under 
sub-lease very rapidly. There are about 
fourteen shaftsin active operation on this 
land. Thedepthof the shafts range from 
thirty feet to 140 feet and the thickness of the 
runs of ore range from four feet to forty-five 
feet thick.

JAMES o. BROADHEAD’S SPEECH. 

In introducing Hon. James O. Broadhead 
as the next speaker, Mr. Walbridge said that

Col, Broadhead spoke as follows: 

“FELLOW Citizens or Sr. Lovis—Fifty-four 
years ago to-morrow, June 7, Il landed at the 
whart at St. Louis from the steamboat Arab, 
coming from Louisville, Ky. The st. Louis of 
that day wasa very different city from that 
which we now see. 

It claimed a population of 16,000 then. It 
has a population of 500,00 now. And the 
journey which then took some three weeks to 
make can now be made if thirty hours. It is 
im possible not to notice the progress that has 
been made on every side, and to-day is an- 
other step in that march of progress, it adds 
another monument to the energy and enter- 
prise of the city. Gov. Stanard in his 
address spoke of the present and 
the future of St. Louis; I propose to speak of 
the past. Weare too apt to forget the past, 


andareview is bard to take at times like 


these, because it is only by contrasting the 
past with the present that we can measure 
the progress made. And it is well to remem- 
ber the men who have marked out the lines 
of progress in the past and made the present 
possible. 


The speaker then gave a full review of the 
history of St. Louis, from its early Spanish 
and French days through alli the successive 
stages of its growth upto the present time. 
Some little amusement was occasioned by his 
use of the date 1964 when de meant 1744 in one 
portion of the historical review, and Col. 
Broadhead, realizing the mistake, corrected 
it with the smiling comment:

Gospel Criticism and Historical Christian- 
ty. by Orello Cone, D. D., isa most excel- 
lent review of the problems of the Gospeland 
the Gospel canon. Dr. Cone dedicates his 
book to the believers who fear criticism 
and to the unbelievers who appeal to it,’’ and 
those who are disposed to be frightened or 
encouraged by the researches and specula- 
tions of modern criticism cannot do better 
than to read this succinct review of the - 
tion by one who is at once a Christian a 
Uberal. 

The object of the work is to show the meth- 
ods adopted by the various schools of stu- 
Gents and to indicate the main lines along 
which investigation has traveled in the en- 
dea vor to unravel the labyrinth. Noattempt 
is made to give a history of Gospel criticism, 
but tbe principles of Gospel criticism and the 
undisputed conclusions of the long labor are 
clearly set forth. The prime facts accepted 
as such by almost every one concerning the 
autographs of the Gospels, the copies of the 
scribes, manuscripts and the changes suf- 
fered through transcribing are briefly 
enumerated in the first chapter. The 
history of the canon of the gospels is am- 
ined at some length. The early fortunes of 
these writings is inquired into and references 
made to the cloud of manuscripts and com- 
peting authorities out of which has grown 
the four gospels as we have them. Dr. Cone 
carefully considers the opinions of the more 
radical thinkers on this perplexing problem 
and gives due weight to their hypotheses and 
conclusions, but he commits himself to 
nothing and maintains the impartial attitude 
of a true historical inquirer. A most inter- 
esting and valuable chapter is that on Te 
Synoptic Prodiem.’’ In this the question is 
stated clearly and the various hypotheses 
enumerated and described. There is also a 
chapter on each of the gospels, on Eschat- 
ology, on the dogmatic tendencies in the gos- 
peis and others on the relations between the 
Old and New Testaments. 
Dr. Cone’s book isan attempt to popular- 
ize without degrading a subject hitherto ob- 
scured by the jargon of controversy. It will 
place within the reach of the man 
the main conclusions of criticism, while it 
will also strengthen the growing tendency to 
welcome inquiry. The history of criti- 
cism,’’ says Dr. Cone, ‘‘shows a tendency to- 
ward quiet, sober and sound conclusions, a 
tendency rather to construct than to destroy ; 
to establish rather than to overthrow histo- 
rical Christianity.’’ ~ 
The book can be recommended as an intro- 
duction to a course of reading on the subject, 
and it will moreover be of use as a conve - 
nient summary. Gospel Oriticism and 
Historical Christianity,’’ by Orello Cone,

There arp some general rules to be observed 
in furnishing that will, to a great extent,
